The gateway to the O'Hara 
Saw Mill Property. is really 
the door of a time machine. 
Beyond it you walk on a 
three-dimensional page of local 
history. 

This time travel is made pos- 
sible by the Moira River Con- 
servation Authority which pur- 
chased the O'Hara property in 
1954 and has since renovated 
a number of its buildings as

Originally built around 1846- 
47 by James O’Hara,~the mill 
itself was operated by him and 
his son, Frank, until 1908. 
Often during that time the 
heavy machinery ran day and 
night cutting boards and beame 
from the logs which filled the 
| yard. 

James O'Hara was born in 
| 1826 on a United Empire Loya- 
list farm about a mile from 
the mill site. His father, known 
as “Squire O'Hara”, came to 
| his area from the still-young 
| United States where he was 
| born in Vermont in 1797, 

} Both the mill and the O'Hara 
house have received major 
attention in the ‘renovation ef- 
/forts of the conservation auth- 
| ority. 

Using as much original mat- 
erial as possible, the mill was 
jcompletely rebuilt, And the 
‘saw machinery, after lying 
idle for more than half a cen- 
tury, finally cranked into op- 
eration again in 1963. Powered 
first by a paddle wheel and 
‘now by a turbine wheel, the 
saw has been demonstrated 
during July and August over 
| the past decade whenever the 

waterflow through the mill 
|} pond was sufficient. This past 
summer the dry weather kept 
|the pond too low to allow the 
mill to operate. 

Unlike the mill, the spacious 
O'Hara house has been moderne | 
ized a bit in: its renovation. |

To sum up; the 1973 Farm

On 
page 27 of Historic Hastings, 
1867 to 1967, is an account of 
why the wolf bounty at that 
time was necessary. Farm ani-)| 
mals particularly sheep, were | 
killed off to the point where 
wool for clothing was very 
scarce and some people died of 
starvation. The wolf bounty cut 
down on -the wolf population 
for one man caught over a hun- 
dred in one winter and was 
paid $4.00 each for them. This 
$4.00 was a very realistic fig- 
ure because an able bodied man 
at that time would work a 
month for $10.00 to $12.00, 
thus $4.00 would be about 13) 
of a month's pay.

Rising Cost 
Force 
Rate Increase 


Faced with rising costs and 
the resultant need for addi- 
tional revenue, Ontario Hydro 
announced last week that 1974 
rates will be raised for most 
users of electricity in the 
province. 

Increases in interim rates to 
municipal utilities, who buy in 
bulk from Ontario Hydro and 
in turn supply the majority of 
Ontario’s 2.5 million users, 
will average 74 per cent. An 
average increase in revenue of 
some 10 per cent is required 
from retail customers in rural 
areas, served directly by 
Ontario Hydro. Rates to a 
number of industrial plants 
also served directly by the 
provincial utility, will be 
increased to provide an addi- 
tional 10 per cent in revenue. 

Hydro Chairman.~George 
Gathercole -said, ‘‘The new 
rates are primarily a reflection 
of strong inflationary forces. 


Labour rates next year under | 


contract terms will be up 
substantially while much high- 
er prices for fuel and materials 
will also push up electricity 
production costs.”’ 

another factor underlying the 
new rate structure is the need 


to provide more capital funds | 


out of current revenue. Over 
the last few years the 
proportion from current rev- 
enue going toward additional 
generating and transmission 
facilities has been declining as 
a result of higher construction 
costs and the size of the 
program. As a result more 
funds must be generated from 
| revenue in order to reduce the 
| need to borrow capital funds. 

“As the rates to most 
municipal customers are set by 
their local commissions after 
| taking into account therir own 


| the financial position of each 


| local circumstances,’ said Mr. 
| Gathercole. 
| Mr. Gathercole said a 


inumber of the 353 local 
utilities and some industrial 


customers will obtain relief’ 


from the full effects of the 
increase. For many municipal- 
ities the increase will be less 
than 2 per cent. 

“This results from the 
\¢limination of a charge for 
Standardization of frequency 
to 60 cycles from 25 cycles 
which has been in effect for 
some 25 years. The total cost 
of this program will be fully 
amortized by the end of 1973.
